Gang, 


Back when I was a salt, OT3 Dennis Ackerson, one of my shipmates, had a 
record by a guy named Lord Such. It was pretty awful. One of the tunes 
that we always cracked up over as one that began with a bunch of guitar 
noise and then this voice howling "Whoooaaahh! Flashing Lights!" 


Which is what I'm workin' on now. I wanted to redo the remote antenna 
tuner thing so I could (a) bypass the tuner (b) switch four antennas, (c) 
lock the tuner so it wouldn't retune if I didn't want it to, (d) know 
when I had the remote tuner turned on & (e) get away with only eight 
wires. 


So wires one through three are push buttons that turn on the remote tuner 
(at its distal power supply) with a ratchet relay and switch two 
different ratchet relays through four antenna positions. Lines four and 
five are LEDs that show the antenna relay configuration. Lines six & 
seven are ATU status (tuned or not) and ATU lock indicators. Line eight 
is DC control ground. 


Not one indicator, you may note, tells me that the ATU is on or bypassed 
or whatever. 


Sure, I could listen, but who's got time for that, really? Fer sure. 


Then, after a week and a half of scratching my brains (as my Tamil buddy 
used to say), it dawned on me: use a blinky LED to blink the two relay 


status indicators when the ATU is bypassed/off. But then I'd need to know 
how I'd set the switch relays, so maybe I'd just turn ‘em on a little & 
let ‘em blink. So that worked. 


And then . . . And then I put bypass caps on all the LED and push button 
control lines so I wouldn't get weird stuff from the RF. Just little 
ones. Just .1 uF each. Not like a ton of capacitance there. 


Did you know that if you put a .1 uF cap across a blinky diode that it 
stops blinking? It actually goes kinda dim and when you turn off the DC 
at the power supply, as the voltage drops from whatever to zero, the LED 
will blink once. Just once. 


Kinda like discovering that you can lower the voltage to an oscillator 
and suddenly discover that it works better at 5V DC than at 13.6V DC. 


How comes that? I mean, I really could use some bypassing on this, since 
at frequencies above 10 MHz there seems to be some weird interaction 
between the blinking & the RF. Such that they blink erratically until I 
cycle the power again. The power to the LEDs. It's a long story. 


Or as Lord Such mightta said: "Whoooaaahh! Flashing Lights!"

Jim, 
That depends entirely on how you define "winning." 


99% of those who enter a contest do not make the top ten. Indeed, many 
participants don't even send in a log. Of those that do, only a handful 
have anywhere near the score required to take a top ten position. So, the 
conventional definition of "winning" doesn't apply. 


Many participate to see if they can try to beat last years' score, or 
maybe get more mults than the guy across town. Most participate because 
of the sheer fun of handing out contacts. 


I'll be at the NQ4I M/M for CQWW SSB in a few weeks. Rick knows he can't 
"win" 41 M/M. Someone in Morocco or the Azores or the Carribean will do 
that. He can't even "win" #1 M/M USA. You know that KC1XX or W3LPL or 
K3LR will do that. Heck, even getting #1 M/M US Region 4 is doubtful -- 
it means beating W4MYA, and perhaps others. 


So why? Because it is durned fun! We work DXCC on several bands ina 
weekend! Make four, five or six thousand QSOs with hams all over the 
world! Each time I go, I learn more about operating. I learn what to 
listen for, what the band sounds like. 


I'll never forget what 10m sounded like with DX SSB stations from 28.25 
to above 29.2 in the 1999 CQWW SSB. I'll never forget how cool it was to 
watch Rick call for JAs on 160m split CW in the ARRL DX, and for them to 
answer him out of the noise at sunrise. Like magic. 


If you avoid contests because they are no "fun", then you're missing out. 
I'm sure the RTTY guys don't mean to bully the QRP guys around. It's just 


a contest. It's just a couple of weekends a year. Can't you sacrifice one 
ordinary operating day so thousands of other hams can have some fun? 


Be warned, in the upcoming CQWW SSB, the bottom end of 40m is going to be 
crammed with DX stations. If you want to work 40m CW, your best bet is 
above 7.100, or below 7.010. Remember that CW is legal everywhere.

I am interested in making a simple-non critical filter that is wide enough 
for intelligble AM (voice, not Hi-Fi) reception. I thought that with the 
lower Q of a ceramic resonator compared to a quartz crystal a single element 
filter that is OK for AM reception could be made. 


Is there any reason that the measurement and design techniques used for 
crystal filters, including Wes Hayward's software would not work for filters 
made from Ceramic resonators? I can't think of any. 


I know the loss will be much higher than with quartz crystals, but I don't 
envision that as a problem now. Thanks for any help you can provide. - Dr.

Without either of those high-tech methods at hand, your best bet would 
be to use a film camera on a tripod, and take the picture in a darkened 


room without flash. You need a camera with manual shutter control to get 
enough exposure (and because the automatic control will be useless for 
reading scope traces - they don't cover a large enough area), and most 
digital cameras don't have it. (If you DO have a digital camera with 
manual controls, feel free to try it.)

Hi John! 


I disagree that the Deep Discharge battery is best for radio 

service. "Deep Discharge" means that the battery will survive a discharge 
down to 4 or 5 volts without permanently damaging the battery (this is not 
the case for most lead-acid batteries, which should never be discharged 
below 10 Volts. You need deep discharge on a boat. Even so, deep 
discharge or not, leaving a battery severely discharged for days or weeks 
will accelerate sulfation, which is generally causes permanent reduction of 
battery capacity. Most rigs will not operate properly below about 11 volts 
(or 12 Volts in the case of my Scout - HI), so deep discharge should not 
really be an issue for hams. 


Car batteries are another poor choice. They are especially unforgiving of 
deep discharge, and have a high self-discharge rate, which means they need 
to be charged more often. 


The real issue of choice (besides raw capacity), in my opinion, is 
longevity. From my experience with electronic equipment in the field 
(professional experience, that is), the gel cell or sealed-lead-acid (SLA) 
battery is the only good choice. Kept properly charged (which means charge 
it every 3 or 4 months whether it needs it or not), it will give you 
service life of 3 or more years. Also, being sealed, they can be operated 
in any position, and properly packaged (check the DOT regs), they can be 
air-transported. Batteries used for wheelchairs, rated at 30-33 Amp-Hours, 
are about the size you're looking for. Retail, they typically cost about 


$75 at stores like Batteries Plus. They *likex running radio equipment. 


Be careful not to charge a gel-cell or SLA to a voltage above 14.7 

volts. Above that voltage, the outgassing will blow the internal 

seal. You won't know it for awhile, but your battery will begin to lose 
capacity (because the electrolyte is drying out), and within 6 months or a 
year, it will be pretty useless. Typical automobile and marine chargers 
can reach voltages over that limit. Don't trust them unless you actually 
monitor them. 


The best charger for a gel-cell or SLA, believe it or not, may be your 
transceiver's 12 Volt power supply, which typically puts out a steady 13.5 
- 13.8 VDC. Put a power resistor in series with it to limit the current to 
Capacity/10 Amps. Within 12 hours or so it will be charged to 95% of 
capacity, and within 36 hours to near 100%. And by not exceeding 13.8 VDC, 
you never produce significant gasification in the electrolyte.

Speaking of a "Cubic Foot of Radio", I am getting ready to make a 
"Cubic Foot of Battery" to put under it. So I have a few questions. My 
understanding is that the battery of choice for radio work is the Deep 
Discharge Marine battery as opposed to a normal car battery. My 
understanding is that the plates are better in the Marine battery. With 
that in mind I don't understand the difference in chargers for the two. I 
would like to know the best way to maintain a Marine battery and what are 
the do's and don'ts. I would like to periodically operate off the battery 
and then put it back on the charger. I would then like the charger to 
keep the battery topped off. My old charger doesn't have a marine setting 
and I don't want to over cook the trickle charge. I'm going to mount the 
Plastic Battery case inside a cubic foot of 1/2 inch square 
tubular frame as I did for my FT-100, Power supply and MFJ tuner in the 
cubic foot of radio. I would also like a little more feedback on the ARES 
power connector issue. The National ARES standard is the Molex but as 
Rick and Stuart have pointed out there is a truly superior albeit 
expensive alternate power connector from Anderson PowerPole. I would like 
to know how the local ARES people are resolving this issue. What is the 
best connector to use for ARES hookup especially here in Austin. Thanks 
for all your help.

I keep a 14 amp-hour gel cell connected across the station "12 volt" supply 
- actually 13.8 volts from an Astron VM35 - suitable fused for protection. 
The power supply remains on 24/7 and trickle charges the gel cell. 


During momentary power interruptions, the gel cell functions in the manner 
of a UPS, delivering enough voltage to keep the radio equipment operational 
until a-c power is restored. Of course, one does not transmit under these 
conditions, but the arrangement does prevent the radio from being 
power-cycled each time the a-c goes off and back on - which happens fairly 
frequently out here "in the country." 


Technically, one should also use an isolation diode to avoid damage to the 


power supply.

I did this many years ago for an AM filter. A supplier of ceramic resonators 
intended for use in the emitter circuits of IF amplifier strips had a 
circuit I used. It worked very well. I think it used eight resonators. 


The 455 KHz ceramic filters made by Murata use this technique, I think. 


The techniques used to design crystal ladder filters will work OK with 
ceramic resonators. They have the same equivalent circuit.

Well, first, to change keyer speed you have to go through the menu. I 
find the need to change keyer speed often. Having a front panel keyer 
speed control is very desireable. Having to enter a program menu to do it 
is unfriendly. 


Second, only having one available cw filter, if not unfriendly, is at 
least rude. I like the ability to have several filter bandwidths. The 
817 again doesn't have the agility to quickly change filters to pick out 


the weak signal. The 817 offers the choice of wide or narrow, and again 
via a menu. Try changing filter widths quickly on a crowded band. 
Chances are you are not going to leave those functions as active on the 
front panel. 


Third, it doesn't have any keyer memories. In this day and age offering a 
keyer without any memories is quite unfriendly. 


Fourth, the 817 has no provision for a "spot" function so you can zero 
beat the station you want to call. Quite handy if you work cw. 


I own both radios, and with the 817 I have the 500Hz Collins filter, TCXO, 
and the LDG Z-11 tuner. Having both, and having compared them side by 
side I stand by my characterization of the 817 as being cw unfriendly.

This is a un-needed argument. What is CW unfriendly to one person 
is fine with another. The words against the built in CW keyer are stupid. 
I plug in my old CMOS keyer when at home with memories and a speed control 
knob. When backpacking I don't take the keyer but use the built-in. 


I have never had a reciver with more than 2 filters. My TS-50 has 
the ssb and narrow CW filters. Period. Works fine. I also have an outboard 
DSP unit that you can fool around with on any radio. This DSP unit makes 
the SMK-1 receiver sound good! It works fine on the FT-817 as well. 


This will be the first HF rig I ever owned that has 6 meters and 2 
meters and 70 cm in it too. I can listen to the Voice of America 6 pm news 
while camped in a wilderness. Really a nice radio.

Well, first, to change keyer speed you have to go through the menu. I 
find the need to change keyer speed often. Having a front panel keyer 
speed control is very desireable. Having to enter a program menu to do it 
is unfriendly. 


Second, only having one available cw filter, if not unfriendly, is at 
least rude. I like the ability to have several filter bandwidths. The 
817 again doesn't have the agility to quickly change filters to pick out 
the weak signal. The 817 offers the choice of wide or narrow, and again 
via a menu. Try changing filter widths quickly on a crowded band. 
Chances are you are not going to leave those functions as active on the 
front panel. 


Third, it doesn't have any keyer memories. In this day and age offering a 
keyer without any memories is quite unfriendly.

I have to take issue with part of this. 


Starting batteries are designed to provide short bursts of large amounts of 
current (say, 300 amperes for 15 seconds while your car engine cranks. This 
consumes about 1.25 amp hours of the battery's capacity). The plates in 
starting batteries are thin and closely spaced. 


Deep-cycle batteries are constructed with much thicker plates and are 
designed to provide small amounts of current for longer periods of time. 
They are ideal for solar powered homes. For QRP purposes, I doubt that the 
difference would be noticeable. QRO would be another story tho. The only 
"real" deep cycle batteries available in the US are the 6 VDC "golf cart" 
batteries, although Rolls and Surette make some deep cycle 12 volt batteries 
(major bucks!) 


If you check the major manufacturers, I think you will find that they 
specifically warn against any charging voltage greater than 14.1 volts for 
gel-type batteries. Lead acid or flooded batteries can be charged at up to 
14.4 volts. The maximum charging voltage is lower because, contrary to 
popular belief, gel cells will explode - and what a mess they make with 
jellied sulfuric acid scattered about.

I guess it depends on what you call a deep discharge battery. 
What most battery retailers call a deep discharge battery and 
what is really a deep discharge battery are 2 different critters. 


I run my station and portion of the house on solar power. I have 
real deep discharge batteries( but they arent going portable 
as the collection weighs over 500 pounds). 


You mention deep discharging as going down to 4 or 5 volts. Technically 
a 12 volt lead acid battery is flat when its voltage at no load is 


11.8 volts. All the text that I have used dissuades one from ever 
taking a battery below that voltage at no load. It does severely 
reduce the life expectancy of even a deep discharge battery. They 
just survive much better. A car battery deep cycled like that 

may be ruined in just a few deep cycles whereas the L16's I have 

might survive several hundred deep cycles. 


RV/Marine deep discharge batteries have a normal life expectancy 

of 3 years if properly maintained and not discharged down into the mud. 
The 6v/220 ah golf cart batteries are in the 3-5 year range. 

The batteries that I am using are L-16's which are 6 volt 330 a/h and 
when properly cared for in my application may yield a 10 year life 
expectancy. If you go by cost per year, the golf cart batteries and 
the L-16's are about the same cost per year, but L-16's are a lot 

less maintenance. 


I dont float charge 

my batteries they get cycled quite regularly and I watch the no load 
battery voltage closely. I normally dont take them below about 30 or 
40 percent total discharge which is around 12.1 volts no load. When 
they get that low, I either start load management or I charge them 

off commercial AC which has to happen quite a bit in the winter months. 
During the summer my batteries getted "topped up" daily when there is 
lots of sun and wind. 


Most of the batteries that are marked marine batteries are not much 
better than glorified car batteries. They are slightly better, but 
not much. You have to get into golf cart batteries before you really 
start looking at real deep discharge survivable batteries. 


Sorry if this was tmi(too much information) I just saw the comment 
about taking the battery down to 3 or 4 volts and it made me 

cringe, because the big boys wouldnt even consider taking the 

good and expensive deep discharge batteries anywhere near that 

voltage. My inverter can be set up to shutdown at a specified discharge 
point which I think is typically around 10.8 volts under load. 

But it is a smart inverter, it knows the battery bank size and does 
load calculations to consider what the state of the batteries are in. 


Gell cells are nice, I use them for lighting on my bicycle and I 
think I typically get 3 or more years out of a battery but I also dont 
deep discharge them as well. 


Summary, truly deep discharging most batteries deep cycle or 
not is a bad habit that in the long run is going to result in 


buying a new set of batteries early.

Hmm, I think you have a very valid point, but it's ‘environmentally’ 
dependant. 


In most HAM 'Radio' work, yes, the signal is going to be repetitive. 
Even if it only occurs once every 200msec and last for 50usec, that's 
considered repetitive. And then your argument is valid. 


However, in a lot of HAM ‘computer’ work, then the signal may not 

be repetitive. Even if it is. I just recently, last week, for a weather 
project had a problem where the signal was less than 5usec long 

and only occurred once every 4 or 5 seconds. Long enough apart 

that for all intents and purposes it is NOT repetitive under the '‘'old' 
rules, and wouldn't be repetitive the way this discussion was going, 

but with the correct digital equipment was easy to grab. 


Oh, the circuit in question was the 'power on' circuit... Something 
that is becoming VERY common in HAM gear with all the 

uControllers now doing everything! If you have a ‘power button' that 
doesn't actually make/break a power feed, chances are probably better 
than not that there's a uController in there running things.

Oh, one thing... You can pick up cheap 22 or air rifle scopes and use 
them to really enhance how easy the thing will be to use. Mount the 
scope on the 'receiver' to aim it. 


Mount a lens in front of the light sensor, then put a white card 

there. Put a ‘light bulb across a room and with the room dark 

except for the light bulb, move the lens to ‘'focus' it and get a sharp 
image on the card right where the sensor is. With the light right '‘on' 
the 

sensor position, clamp this to a table so it won't move. Now look 
though the scope and without moving the PCB and lens assembly, 

adjust the scope mount so it aims ‘at' the light. If your scope is 2 
inches 


above the sensor, put the crosshairs 2: above the light. (You want an 
ABSOLUTE aim point here.) 


When you build this, you can put it in a box with the ‘intention' of doing 
this so you can make the adjustments easier to do later.

I just recently had my house sided with vinyl siding... 


There are aluminum sheeting as trim, folded to match the pattern of the 
house. 


Anyway, I feed my dipole with 300 ohm twinlead, and bring that into 


my room. But I have to bring the lead along the overhang of the house. 


Before the improvements, I went the store and bought ‘cup hanger' 
hooks for the kitchen or a hutch, and put them in every 16" or so, 
then used a nylon ‘'wire-tie' to 'hang' the twinlead about 4" below the 
edge as it came across the roof.

Well, first, to change keyer speed you have to go through the menu. I 
find the need to change keyer speed often. Having a front panel keyer 
speed control is very desireable. Having to enter a program menu to do it 
is unfriendly.

I don't consider that unfriendly that's just how most modern rigs change 
options. Once you are used to the menu system and how it's organized it's 
quite easy to navigate and fast. Having everything on the front panel would 
make this rig much bigger and much less portable, which I think is the main 
intent. 


Second, only having one available cw filter, if not unfriendly, is at 
least rude. I like the ability to have several filter bandwidths. The 
817 again doesn't have the agility to quickly change filters to pick out 
the weak signal. The 817 offers the choice of wide or narrow, and again 
via a menu. Try changing filter widths quickly on a crowded band. 
Chances are you are not going to leave those functions as active on the 
front panel.

If you really need more than the 500 Hz CW filter, then check out: 

http: //www.w4rt.com/ They sell a board that plugs in that alows 2 filters to 
be used. I have found the 500 Hz filter to be more than adequate for CW, 
especially with the variable IF, which is a nice feature also not found ina 
lot of newer rigs.

This would be nice, but I'm used to not having it now as my Icom 718 doesn't 
have it either, and in fact I find the Yeasu more friendly. You want to talk 
about unfriendly, I have to turn the rig on and off on my Icom to switch 
between a keyer and a straight key!

I own both radios, and with the 817 I have the 500Hz Collins filter, TCXO, 
and the LDG Z-11 tuner. Having both, and having compared them side by 
> side I stand by my characterization of the 817 as being cw unfriendly.

I don't own a K2 and in no way was trying to bag on the K2. I think the K2 
is a great rig and I have thought about buying one, but I was looking for a 
multi mode a rig for travelling and camping and the FT-817 more than fills 
the bill. I also have the same features installed, the TX and the 500 Hz 
filter. I was also on a budget, and for the price, you can't beat it (plus 
it's on sale for $100 off right now)! Even in a fully loaded K2, I still 
don't get VHF and AM/FM. When I travel, I often check into the local 
repeaters to see if there are any ham related events going on, and have met 
a bunch of nice local folks (yes even QRPers) this way. I've also used it to 
check in with the guys on AM on 80 out here (3870) when I have been camping. 
I must say that initially I felt a bit guilty about buying a "Store Bought 
Appliance" since I home brew all of my QRP gear, but I got over it. Going on 
trips with a single band QRP CW rig has been a lot of fun, but I was missing 
out on lots of activity on other bands. 


It all comes down to what you are looking for in a rig. This shouldn't turn 
into a K2 vs FT-817 debate, because they are both very different and offer 
the user different options. It's like trying to compare a PC to a Mac (I own 
both Hi!). What I would suggest to any potential buyer of either rig is that 
you study the features and get a good understanding of what you are buying 
before you buy it. Also, pinpoint the kind of operation that you intend to 
do with the rig and see if the features meet your needs. Relying on the 
opinions of others can be very dangerous in this regard, as the other guy 
may have a totally different application for the rig in mind. Opinions are 
very speculative, what you want to look for is quantifiable data and buy the 
rig that you'll be most comfortable with. In any regard, for what it's 
worth, I think that Yaesu did a pretty good job with the Ft-817 and it's 
well worth the money. Take care you guys and hope to "see" you on 
PSK31...man this is a fun mode!

Tom, 


Teflon wire can be easily stripped with an ordinary, hand-operated wire 
stripper. One of the tech's at work showed me a neat trick years ago, and 
I've been using it ever since. 


Place the end of the wire to be stripped in between the stripping surfaces 
of the tool, and then clamp down on it. If tugged, the wire should not slip 
through the sharp stripping surfaces. Grasp the wire with the other hand, 
and then motion that hand making circles in the air about 6 inches in 
diameter. The stripper should have penetrated and cut the teflon insulation. 
Then, pull on the wire just like any other you are stripping. 


With practice, you should be able strip teflon insulated wire with ease.
